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Introduction 


To  sit  calmly  and  look  back  over  a  year  of 
work,  and  to  analyze  that  work  in  the  light  of 
actual  results  accomplished  and  in  the  light 
of  costs  in  dollars  and  cents,  usually  causes 
one  to  regret  certain  happenings  and  certain 
decisions,  to  regret  certain  opportunities  over- 
looked, and  to  wish  that  some  basic  policies 
had  been  different.  However,  in  looking  back 
over  the  work  of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation and  its  affiliated  county  associations 
during  the  year  1934.  and  in  analyzing  that 
work  in  the  light  of  funds  which  were  available, 
the  reviewer  finds  little  to  regret.  On  the  con- 
trary, a  great  deal  was  accomplished  during 
the  period  of  time  and  with  the  funds  available. 
During  1932  and  1933.  the  Illinois  Tubercu- 
losis Association  Executive  Board  wondered 
constantly  how  long  this  voluntary  association 
would  be  able  to  remain  financially  above 
water.  Staff,  program,  travel — everything  was 
cut  after  careful  analysis  until,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1934.  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation carried  on  but  a  small  portion  of  its 
former  projects.  However,  each  project  still 
l^eing  carried  on  was  receiving  thorough  atten- 
tion and  had  been  continued  in  the  program  of 
work  only  after  exhaustive  analysis  of  its  value 
in  the  actual  ])revention  and  cure  of  tuber- 
culosis. 

During   the   two   years   jireceding    1934,    the 
process  of  paring  expense  had  seriously  affect- 
ed the  advisory  and  supervisory  service  which 
the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association  had  car- 
ried  on  for    so  many   years   in   the   individual 
^      counties.  By  the  elimination  of  all  field  work- 
ers   from    the    staff    it    became    impossible    to 
^render  service   in  counties   except  in  cases    of 
■'^^mergency,  or  except  in  cases  where  the  coun- 
'       ties  were  voting  on  the  Excess  Tax  Law.     The 
-      result  of  this  elimination  of  field   service  was 
predicted.       There   was    a    certain    amount    of 
criticism  aimed  at  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  As- 
,      sociation  by  its  affiliated  county  associations. 
^■^i^-^he  strength  of  the  affiliated  associations   of 
Illinois,  however,  is  partially  proven  by  the  fact 
that  the  criticism  was  not  as  universal  as  might 
have  been   expected  at  such  a  sudden  cutting 
off  of  service  ;  and  bv  the  fact  that  the  criticism 


did  not  cunie  from  the  large  counties  which 
pay,  in  seal  sale  percentage,  the  major  part  of 
the  annual  expenses  of  the  State  x'Vssociation ; 
which  association  under  its  present  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  is  in  actual  fact  the  central 
unit  of  a  federation  of  county  associations. 
Many  of  the  large  county  associations  ap- 
proved heartil}^  the  method  adopted  by  the 
State  Association  to  reduce  its  annual  expenses. 
Those  smaller  county  associations,  which  were 
organized  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and 
qualifications  for  affiliation  with  the  State  and 
National  Associations,  also  approved  the  basic 
change  in  policy.  It  is  with  pride  that  we  point 
to  those  county  associations  which  carried  on 
their  work,  without  assistance  from  the  State 
Association  in  many  instances,  in  spite  of  finan- 
cial difficulties  that  seemed  insupera1:)le. 

Many  of  the  weak  organizations  failed  and. 
by  their  own  initiative,  disbanded.  As  a  result 
of  that,  serious  consideration  was  given  to  the 
cjuestion  of  wdiether  or  not  an  association 
should  be  maintained  in  each  county  regardless 
of  its  population  and  financial  standing.  That 
Cjuestion  is  still  under  consideration,  and  ex- 
perimental work  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
smaller  counties.  It  is  fairly  safe  to  predict 
that  this  work  will  result  in  the  forming  of 
district  organizations,  which  organizations  will 
be  inider  closer  supervision  than  were  the 
county  units,  and  which  organizations  probabl)'- 
will  be  in  the  nature  of  sub-committees  of  the 
Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  recognized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  that  there  is  a  terrific 
problem  in  Illinois  which  is  brought  al:)Out  by 
a  lack  of  sanatorium  beds  outside  of  the  bound- 
aries of  Cook  County.  Although  there  is  a 
total  investment  in  tuberculosis  hospitals  in 
Illinois  of  approximately  $10,500,000.00.  there 
are  only  a  fev.-  more  than  1.000  tax-supported 
beds  availal~)le  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  state  outside  of  Cook  County.  There  are 
on  file  28,840  kno\\'n  cases  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  state  including  Cook  Countv.  (This  figure 
has  been  calculated  by  taking  the  total  number 
of  cases  reported  during  a  five-year  period, 
namely.  50,995,  and  substracting  the  deaths 
during  that  period,  namely,  22.155.)  In  1934, 
there  were  re])orted  9,743  new  cases.  It  should 
be  em])hasized  that  these  cases  include  only 
the  adult  ty])e  of  tuberculosis.  It  can  be  esti- 
mated safelv  that  there  are  nearlv  37.000  cases 


in  the  state  needing  sanatorium  care.  That 
needed  sanatorium  care  is  far  from  being  pro- 
vided. Therefore,  the  problem  of  home  care 
must  be  faced. 

There  was  at  the  beginning  of  1934  available 
no  pamphlet  of  definite  instructions  for  the 
patient  trying  to  "chase  the  cure"  at  home.  It 
is  recognized  by  the  State  Association  that 
home  care  can  never  take  the  place  of  sanator- 
ium care.  Nevertheless,  to  assist  in  some  small 
degree,  the  State  Association  appointed  a  sub- 
committee to  work  out  and  publish  a  guide 
for  the  tuberculosis  patient.  The  guide  was 
printed  and  made  available  for  distribution  dur- 
ing 1934  and  has  received  very  high  praise  from 
all  of  those  family  physicians  who  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  procuring  this 
guide  for  distribution  among  their  patients. 

Not  only  is  there  a  problem  caused  by  the 
lack  of  sanatorium  beds,  but  also  there  is  a 
serious  problem  resulting  from  lack  of  appro- 
priations by  county  boards  of  supervisors  for 
the  care  of  persons  having  tuberculosis.  When 
the  original  County  Sanatorium  Tax  Law  was 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  a  number  of  counties  took  advan- 
tage of  its  provisions.  They  voted  in  those 
counties  that  a  special  tax  should  be  levied  for 
the  care  of  tuberculosis  and  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  county  tuberculosis  sana- 
toria. However,  the  statutory  tax  limit  is 
twenty-five  cents  for  county  purposes.  The 
County  Sanatorium  Tax  Law  would  not  per- 
mit counties  to  levy  a  tax  above  that  twenty- 
five  cents  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis.  There- 
fore, with  the  depression  and  decreased  pro- 
perty values,  it  became  necessary  for  those 
counties  to  either  discontinue  their  tuberculosis 
work,  or  to  pass  by  referendum  vote  another 
law,  known  as  the  Excess  Tax  Law.  which 
permits  any  county  to  levy  a  tax  in  excess  of 
the  statutory  limit  for  a  specific  purpose  and 
for  a  specified  number  of  years.  During  1934, 
in  spite  of  the  thousands  of  people  who  said, 
"It  can't  be  done,"  nine  counties  passed  that 
Excess  Tax  Law.  Those  counties  deserve  the 
highest  commendation  from  the  State  Associa- 
tion and  from  the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois. 
The  State  Association  threw  all  of  its  resources 
behind  the  referendum  votes  in  seven  of  those 
counties.  If  the  maximum  tax  is  levied  in  each 
of  those  counties  in  accordance  with  the  ballot 
voted   by   the  people,    it   will   make    available 


nearly  half  a  million  dollars  eacH  year  for  the 
actual  hospitalization  of  tuberculosis  cases  in 
those  counties.  If  nothing  else  had  been  ac- 
complished during  1934,  this  work  alone  would 
have  justified  the  expenditure  of  the  total  funds 
received  by  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Associ- 
ation and  its  aflfiliated  local  associations. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  fine  work 
done  in  Vermilion  County  and  in  Fulton 
County  where  appropriations  were  voted  by 
the  boards  of  supervisors  from  the  general  tax 
funds.  In  Vermilion  County  a  fine  dispensary 
has  been  dedicated  which  stands  as  a  memorial 
to  those  loyal  tuberculosis  workers  whose 
efiforts  over  a  period  of  two  decades  have 
finally  reached  fruition.  In  Fulton  County, 
the  county  board  appropriated  $10,000.00  for 
the  hospitalization  of  open  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  many  parts  of  the  state 
education  regarding  tuberculosis  control  has 
lagged  far  behind  the  times.  Therefore,  again 
after  careful  analysis,  the  State  Association 
went  to  the  Illinois  Press  Association  and 
asked  for  their  cooperation  in  educating  the 
people  in  each  community  in  Illinois  through 
the  newspapers.  A  weekly  newspaper  release 
was  established  early  in  1934,  and  elsewhere  in 
this  report  will  be  found  the  statistics  showing 
how  whole-heartedly  the  newspapers  cooper- 
ated and  assisted  in  carrying  on  a  very  impor- 
tant piece  of  health  education  Avork  throughout 
all  of  the  counties  of  the  state. 

In  looking  ahead  instead  of  back,  we  see  a 
task  before  us.  the  magnitude  of  which  is  as- 
tounding. First,  sanatorium  beds  must  be  pro- 
vided. It  is  doubtful  whether  the  State  Legis- 
lature can  continue  to  ignore  the  serious  situ- 
ation which  exists  in  the  southern  thirty-four 
counties  of  Illinois.  Many  of  those  counties, 
even  with  the  Excess  Tax  Law  in  effect,  could 
never  finance  their  own  tuberculosis  problems 
without  help.  Picture  the  fact  that  Illinois  has 
4,274  beds  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis,  includ- 
ing federal  and  private  beds,  and  that  there  are 
now  28,840  known  cases  of  this  communicable 
disease.  The  task  of  carrying  on  the  campaign 
for  additional  beds  rests  squarely  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion and  its  affiliated  county  associations.  Many 
of  the  beds  now  available  are  not  maintained 
in  accordance  with  present  day  standards. 
Manv  diagnostic  clinics  are  operated  without 


the  facilities  recommended  by  medical  science. 
There  is  no  rehabilitation  service  for  tubercu- 
losis.    All  of  those  problems  confront  us. 

This  introduction  to  the  report  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association  for 
the  year  1934  is  perhaps  a  little  lengthy.  How- 
ever, many  people  will  not  care  to  read  the 
statistical  report  of  the  association,  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  brief  report  of  activities  will 
not  show  the  work  which  lies  ahead  in  the 
perspective  of  those  of  us  who  are  constantly 
faced  with  the  tuberculosis  problems  in  Illinois. 
Therefore,  I  have  taken  a  little  liberty  in  this 
introduction.  As  Executive  Secretary,  I  wish 
to  say  here,  in  order  that  it  may  be  a  matter  of 
record,  that  the  cooperation  of  the  Illinois  State 
Health  Department,  the  Illinois  State  Medical 
Society,  the  Illinois  Press  Association,  the  Illi- 
nois Emergency  Relief  Commission,  the  Illinois 
State  Nurses'  Association,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has 
been  deeply  appreciated. 

I  hardly  know  how  to  express  the  loss  which 
the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association  suffered 
on  June  23.  1934,  when  Wilfred  E.  Hall,  in  try- 
ing to  save  the  life  of  another  person,  was 
drowned.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  Lake 
County  Tuberculosis  Association  and  a  valu- 
able member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Illinois  Tuberculosis   Association. 

A  few  months  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Hall, 
we  received  Avord  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  T.  J. 
Friend  of  Flora,  President  of  the  Clay  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Association. 
She  was  actively  engaged  in  tuberculosis  work 
when  she  was  taken  away. 

Now.  as  this  report  is  a]:)Out  to  go  to  press, 
we  are  stunned  by  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  S. 
Murphy,  who  served  for  long  years  loyally  and 
faithfully  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  who  was 
elected  President  of  this  association  in  1931. 
1932  and  1933.  We  knew  no  finer  man.  Sin- 
cere, charitable,  kind  but  firm,  he  will  remain 
in  the  memory  of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation. In  person  he  will  no  longer  be  pre- 
sent to  give  us  good  counsel,  but  the  memory 
of  him  Avill  remain  and  will  influence  the  poli- 
cies of  our  organization.

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Health  Education 

One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the 
work  of  the  IlHnois  Tuberculosis  Association 
is  that  which  is  planned  and  executed  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Illinois  the  problem  of  tuberculosis  con- 
trol, possible  ways  and  means  of  reducing  the 
tuberculosis  death  rate,  information  as  to  the 
specific  cause  and  early  diagnosis  of  tubercu- 
losis. Strange  as  it  may  seem,  there  are  many 
people  in  Illinois  who  still  do  not  believe  that 
tul:)erculosis  is  communicable,  but  fear  that  it 
is  hereditary.  There  are  many  people  who  do 
not  know  how  tuberculosis  spreads ;  who  do 
not  know  the  value  of  the  sanatorium  as  a 
means  of  stopping  the  spread  of  the  disease  as 
well  as  a  means  of  curing  the  disease ;  who  do 
not  know  that  tuberculosis  can  be  found  before 
it  is  too  late.  In  planning  the  health  education 
work,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration 
the  facilities  for  carrying  on  this  work  in  the 
individual  counties.  Therefore,  there  can  be  no 
rule-of-thumb  plan  for  all  counties. 

For  three  years  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation had  published  monthly  mimeograph- 
ed bulletins  for  grammar  school  teachers,  for 
high  school  teachers,  and  for  Parent-Teacher 
Association.  In  1934  these  bulletins  were  dis- 
continued because  the  state  office  could  no 
longer  handle  the  mimeograph  load  and  the 
county  associations,  upon  being  contacted  by 
mail,  did  not  favor  a  larger  and  more  expensive 
printed  bulletin.  It  is  felt  that  at  an  early  date 
this  bulletin  should  be  provided  again  in  print- 
ed form. 

New  Material 

The  printing  of  two  thousand  sets  of  indus- 
trial hygiene  posters  for  use  on  factory  bulletin 
boards  proved  helpful  and  met  with  favor  in 
the  larger  counties  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
state. 

The  printing  of  the  "Guide  for  the  Tubercu- 
losis Patient,"  which  was  distributed  to  nearly 
eight  thousand  patients,  Avas  of  inestimable 
value. 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  interest  in  the 
provision  of  sanatorium  facilities  and  sanator- 


i"m  care  under  the  Excess  Tax  Law,  a  four- 
page  circular  entitled  "Protect  Them  From 
Tuberculosis — Mr.  Voter,  It's  Up  To  You !" 
was  written  and  printed,  and  thirty  thousand 
copies  were  distributed  in  the  counties  holding- 
referendum  votes   in  November  1934. 

Exhibits 

The  exhibit  at  the  Illinois  State  Medical  So- 
ciety Meeting  in  Springfield  was  one  of  the  best 
exhibits  on  the  value  of  the  x-ray  in  diagnosis 
and  treatment  that  has  been  prepared  by  this 
association.  The  films  for  this  exhibit  were 
selected  from  the  files  of  the  Macon  County 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium.  Dr.  D.  O.  N.  Lind- 
berg  and  Dr.  Forrest  R.  Martin  wrote  the  com- 
plete story  of  each  film  so  that  the  viewer  was 
completely  informed  about  the  details  of  each 
case.  Dr.  Martin  was  in  attendance  at  the  ex- 
hibit each  day  to  ansAver  any  questions  which 
might  arise  in  the  minds  of  those  studying  the 
exhibit. 

The  exhibit  at  the  Illinois  State  Fair  was 
planned  as  an  incentive  to  counties  to  vote  the 
Excess  Tax  Law.  It  consisted  of  three  panels 
which  covered  a  space  of  nearly  fifteen  feet. 
The  one  panel  contained  a  map  of  Springfield 
and  a  map  of  Sangamon  County.  Colored 
thumb  tacks  showed  the  location  of  each  death 
from  tul^erculosis.  of  each  known  case,  and  of 
each  child  living  in  the  home  with  an  open  case 
of  tuberculosis.  The  second  panel  tabulated 
the  facts  as  they  could  be  seen  on  the  tack 
maps.  The  third  panel  explained  briefly  the 
essential  points  of  the  Excess  Tax  Law  and  the 
value  to  be  received  by  each  voter  in  passing 
that  law.  The  exhibit  proved  so  popular  that 
it  remained  on  display  in  Springfield  until  after 
November  6th. 

Early  Diagnosis  Campaign 

It  had  l^een  the  custom  of  the  Illinois  Tuber- 
culosis Association  to  cooperate  with  the  Na- 
tional Association  in  conducting  annually  what 
is  known  as  the  Early  Diagnosis  Campaign. 
In  1934  the  theme  of  that  campaign  was 
"Tuberculosis  Robs  You — Public  Health  Pro- 
tects you."  The  material  was  submitted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  approval.  It 
was  felt  that  this  material  was  not  suited  to 
the  state  of  Illinois  and  would  not  help  in'  pro- 
moting the  votes  on  the  Glackin  Law  and  the 
Excess  Tax  Law.  Therefore,  the  Early  Diag- 
nosis Campaign  was  not  promoted  in  Illinois 


in  1934.  It  should  be  said  that  the  1935  ma- 
terial is  excellently  suited  to  Illinois  and  the 
1935  Early  Diagnosis  Campaign  will  be  pro- 
moted. 

New^spaper  Publicity 

The  new  project  of  releasing  newspaper 
stories  to  all  newspapers  in  the  state  outside 
of  Cook  County  has  been  mentioned  in  the  in- 
troduction. The  results  of  that  newspaper 
pulDlicity  are  extremely  gratifying.  The  State 
Association  contracted  with  a  clipping  service 
bureau  to  provide  clippings  of  all  articles 
which  include  the  word  "tuberculosis"  from 
all  newspapers  in  Illinois.  This  provided  a 
yardstick  by  which  the  results  of  the  service 
could  be  measured  and  by  which  the  State  As- 
sociation could  decide  on  the  type  of  stories 
to  send  out  and  on  the  reaction  of  the  indi- 
vidual newspaper  editors.  From  the  clipping 
service  we  found  that  the  stories  were  used  by 
418  papers.  The  clippings  from  those  papers 
total  1,999.  There  were  12,596  column  inches 
of  publicity. 

In  addition  to  the  releases  sent  out  each  week 
by  the  State  Association,  stories  by  the  county 
associations,  the  State  Health  Department,  the 
Illinois  State  Medical  Society  and  syndicated 
material  appeared  on  the  subject  of  tuber- 
culosis. These  clippings  also  were  received  by 
the  State  Association  and  tabulated.  It  was 
found  that  450  papers  use  this  material  and 
those  papers  printed  2,378  articles  totalling 
17,580  column  inches.  In  short,  the  releases 
by  the  State  Association  which  were  not  spot 
news,  but  which  were  strictly  educational  in 
nature,  nearly  doubled  the  amount  of  educa- 
tional publicity  on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis 
through  the  newspapers  of  Illinois. 

Public  Addresses 

Prol>ably  the  most  important  type  of  health 
education  is  done  through  "word  of  mouth" 
publicity,  namely,  the  address  to  a  ready-made 
or  prepared  audience.  The  staff  of  the  State 
Association  gave  fifty-seven  illustrated  talks 
before  audiences  which  totalled  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  ])ersons. 


Legislative  Work 

The  legislative  program  for  the  year  1934 
was  mentioned  briefly  in  the  introduction. 
There  is  no  possible  way  of  measuring  in  dol- 
lars and  cents,  or  in  hours  spent  or  energy  ex- 
pended, the  value  of  the  work  done  by  the 
State  Association  in  connection  with  the  Ex- 
cess Tax  Law  referendum  votes  in  different 
counties  of  the  state.  The  credit  for  the  pass- 
age of  those  referendum  elections  should  go 
to  the  County  Tuberculosis  Associations  be- 
cause it  was  the  influence  of  the  county  as- 
sociations and  the  contacts  made  by  their  offi- 
cers and  friends  which  made  it  possible  for  the 
facts  to  be  so  placed  before  the  voters  that 
the  voters  willingly  and  by  overwhelming  ma- 
jorities voted  upon  themselves  additional  taxes 
for  the  next  ten  years. 

Our  compliments  are  extended  to  the  fol- 
lowing counties :  Alexander,  Boone,  Clay, 
Kane,  ]\IcDonough,  McLean,  Rock  Island, 
Sangamon  and  Stark. 

Publicity  plans,  mimeographed  information 
for  speakers,  exhibits,  special  events,  news- 
paper stories,  talks  and  conferences  with  pro- 
motion committees  were  contributed  by  the 
State  Association  to  these  counties. 

X'ote  :  Less  than  half  of  the  counties  of  Illi- 
nois have  provided  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis 
by  special  tax  funds.  It  is  impossible  in  this 
report  to  reproduce  the  pages  dealing  with 
mortality  statistics  about  tuberculosis  in  Illi- 
nois from  1928  through  1933  by  counties  and 
by  cities,  as  those  pages  appear  in  the  Sta- 
tistical Bulletin  published  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  recently.  This  bulletin 
is  Educational  Health  Circular  No.  58  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  has  agreed  to 
send  it  to  those  who  wish  to  study  the  needs 
of  their  particular  counties.  It  is  recom- 
mend that  any  county  that  is  not  providing  for 
its  tuberculosis  problem  and  feels,  perhaps,  that 
the  problem  is  providing  for  itself  should  study 
this  statistical  bulletin  and  make  provisions  ac- 
cordingly. 


Organization  and  Field 
Work 

Although  the  organization  and  field  work 
has  been  seriously  curtailed  and  there  was  no 
full-time  field  worker  on  the  stafif  during  1934, 
there  were  218  visits  made  to  county  associa- 
tions. In  analyzing  these  visits  according  to 
the  purpose  for  which  they  were  made  we  find 
the  following :

As  has  already  been  explained,  the  field  visits 
were  largely  confined  to  counties  which  were 
facing  emergency  conditions,  or  which  were 
working  out  some  specific  type  of  program  on 
which  they  needed  advice  and  help. 

Since  the  full-time  field  worker  was  elim- 
inated from  the  staff  in  1932.  the  following 
counties  have  ceased  to  conduct  their  own  seal 
sale  and  do  not  have  active  organizations  :

Experimental  Plan 

Although  the  foregoing  counties  do  not  con- 
duct their  own  Christmas  Seal  Sales  and  do 
not  keep  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  gross  re- 
turns in  each  of  the  counties,  it  is  not  to  be 
supposed  that  no  sales  were  conducted.  In 
1934  there  was  a  Christmas  Seal  Sale  in  each 
county  in  the  state.  In  the  counties  listed  the 
seal  sale  was  conducted  by  mail  from  the  office 
of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association.  The 
cost  was  not  out  of  line  and  the  returns  showed 
some  improvement  over  gross  receipts  received 
when  the  sales  were  conducted  by  the  county 
associations.  However,  it  is  apparent  that 
there  exists  a  fundamental  weakness  in  such 
a  method  of  conducting  the  seal  sale.  That 
weakness  is  found  in  the  lack  of  local  contact. 
For  successful  educational,  legislative  or 
demonstration  work  to  be  conducted  in  any 
county,  there  must  be  a  selected  group  of  citi- 
zens in  that  county  who  are  interested  in  that 
work  and  who  have  the  necessary  vision  to 
effect  a  program  aimed  at  the  prevention  of 
tuberculosis.  Therefore,  although  financially 
it  is  better  not  to  maintain  a  self-governing 
tuberculosis  association  in  many  of  those  coun- 
ties listed,  some  plan  must  be  developed  by 
which  there  will  be  local  contact  and  at  the 
same  time  the  possibility  of  affecting  fund- 
raising  economies. 

The  plan  worked  out  with  the  Winnebago 
County  Association  in  1933  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  some  experimental  work.  In  that 
instance  the  Winnebago  County  Association, 
because  of  emergency  conditions  existing,  bor- 
rowed a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  State  As- 
sociation for  a  six-months'  period.  They  did 
not  use  that  staff  member  full  time.  There- 
fore, the  staff  worker  was  able  to  conduct  the 
sale  for  the  Lee  County  Association,  carry  on 
an  educational  program  in  Lee  County,  and 
also  assist  other  county  associations  within  a 
reasonable  radius  of  Rockford.  With  the 
emergency  cleared  up  in  Winnebago  County, 
the  services  of  the  staff  member  were  no  longer 


needed  there.  That  stafif  member  was  trans- 
ferred in  1934  to  the  DuPage  County  Associa- 
tion on  a  contract  basis  with  the  State  Associa- 
tion. There  he  serves  as  executive  secretary 
of  the  county  association  two-thirds  of  the 
time,  and  one-third  of  his  time  is  used  for  field 
service  and  other  work  of  the  State  Associa- 
tion in  counties  within  a  reasonable  radius  of 
Wheaton.  This  plan  reduces  travelling  ex- 
penses necessary  to  carry  on  organization  and 
advisory  service  in  the  many  counties  of  Illi- 
nois. As  it  was  impossible  to  carry  on  the 
Lee  County  Seal  Sale  in  1934  with  the  same 
staff  member  located  in  Wheaton,  it  was  con- 
ducted by  another  member  of  the  State  As- 
sociation who  was  comparatively  new  to  the 
staff.  In  actual  fact,  Lee  County  w^as  used  as 
a  training  school. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  Lee  County 
in  1933.  the  county  association,  which  had 
existed  for  many  years,  was  not  interested  in 
conducting  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale.  A  con- 
tact group  was  formed.  The  organization  of 
a  special  contact  grovip  with  executive  work 
done  by  the  State  Association  resulted  in  a 
seal  sale  increase  of  a  thousand  dollars.  Of 
course,  there  is  no  seal  sale  contract  between 
the  State  Association  and  Lee  County.  How- 
ever, the  Lee  County  Seal  Sale  Committee  of 
the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association  adopt 
their  own  program  and  their  own  budget. 
Their  bills  are  paid  through  the  regular  check- 
ing account  of  the  State  Association  and  the 
money  derived  from  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale 
is  deposited  in  Dixon  to  the  account  of  the 
State  Association  by  a  member  of  the  Lee 
County  Committee. 

This  plan  having  been  successful,  an  extra 
staflf  member  was  employed  in  1934  and  was 
located  in  Kankakee.  He  assisted  the  Kanka- 
kee County  Association,  formed  contact  com- 
mittees in  Iroquois  and  Livingston  Counties, 
and  conducted  the  sale  on  the  same  basis  as 
it  had  been  conducted  in  Lee  County.  Again 
the  plan  justified  itself  and.  as  in  Lee  County, 
the  advisory  groups  voted,  after  the  seal  sale, 
to  leave  their  money  in  the  account  of  the  State 
Association  and  have  their  program  conducted 
liy  the  vState  Association  with  their  approval. 
The  State  .Association  offered  to  turn  over  the 


net  proceeds  less  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
gross  sale  to  each  count}^  if  they  would  sign 
the  regular  seal  sale  contract.  It  was  obvious 
in  each  county  that  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  a  strong  advisory  group  backed  by  the 
staff  of  the  State  Association  Office  for  all  ad- 
ministrative, executive  and  educational  work 
offered  a  greater  possibility  of  specific  tuber- 
culosis prevention  work  than  did  the  former 
plan  of  becoming,  immediately  after  the  seal 
sale,  an  autonomous  group,  responsible  in 
every  respect  for  every  type  of  work  to  be  con- 
ducted. 

A  part-time  staff  worker  was  sent  into  six- 
teen southern  counties  in  November  to  stimu- 
late seal  sale  activity.  This  stimulation  re- 
sulted in  increased  financial  returns  for  each 
of  the  counties.  However,  those  increases 
were  not  large  and,  as  before,  those  counties 
are  left  with  comparatively  small  amounts  of 
money,  and  without  sufficient  advisory  serv- 
ice, and  with  no  paid  workers.  It  would  seem, 
then,  that  the  policy  to  be  pursued  with  the 
counties  that  have  disbanded,  is  for  the  State 
Association  to  continue  to  work  out  the  district 
plan  as  it  is  called,  i.  e..  the  plan  followed  in 
Lee.  Iroquois  and  Livingston  Counties.  There 
will  be.  however,  one  great  difference.  In 
southern  Illinois,  no  large  county  will  help 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  staff  member.  The 
district,  instead  of  comprising  two  or  three 
counties,  will  comprise  six  or  seven  counties, 
and  the  total  expenses  of  the  staff  member, 
office  and  office  equipment,  must  be  advanced 
by  the  State  Association.  Every  effort  will 
be  made  in  1935  to  so  budget  the  limited  funds 
of  the  State  Association  that  at  least  fifty  per 
cent  of  its  indebtedness  may  be  paid  off  and,  at 
the  same  time,  this  necessary  work  may  be 
started  in  southern  Illinois. 

The  time  is  most  opportune  for  this  work 
to  be  done  because  a  certain  amount  of  work 
leading  toward  the  voting  of  the  Excess  Tax 
Law  in  southern  Illinois  has  been  completed, 
and  the  reaction  on  the  part  of  the  people  has 
been  enthusiastic.  Therefore,  if  the  proper 
contact  groups  can  be  procured  in  the  near 
future,  a  campaign  leading  toward  the  use  of 
tax  funds  for  the  hospitalization  and  care  of 
tuberculosis  cases  should  meet  with  fair  suc- 
cess in  1936. 


Seal  Sale 


The  description  of  the  experimental  work 
emphasizes  seal  sale.  However,  the  time  of 
the  worker  in  each  case  was  approximately 
one-third  seal  sale,  one-third  organization,  and 
one-third  general  health  education.  Seal  sale 
activities  of  the  State  Association  occupy  about 
one-fourth  of  the  time  of  the  staff.  As  in  pre- 
vious years,  Christmas  Seals  and  a  few  other 
supplies  were  given  free  to  county  associations 
Avhich  had  paid  their  membership  dues.  Due 
to  a  request  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
National  Tuberculosis  Association,  it  is  prob- 
able that,  starting  in  1935,  seal  sale  percentage 
to  the  State  Association  will  be  reduced,  and 
all  supplies  will  be  handled  on  a  cost  basis. 
This  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  mat- 
ters for  discussion  at  the  1935  Annual  Business 
Meeting  of  the  membership  of  the  State  As- 
sociation. It  was  decided  by  the  Executive 
Committee  in  1934  that  any  suggested  changes 
in  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale  contract  should  be 
submitted  to  the  membership  and  then  back, 
with  the  reactions  of  the  membership,  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  eventual  approval. 
Such  a  change  will  make  necessary  in  the 
State  Ofifice  the  establishment  of  a  department 
known  as  the  Supply  Service  Department. 
Such  a  change  Avill  work  a  financial  hardship 
for  a  year  or  so  on  the  State  Association ;  but 
in  the  long  run  it  will  result  in  a  better  finan- 
cial set-up  for  both  county  and  state  ofiices. 

For  a  number  of  years  it  had  been  the 
custom  of  the  State  Association  to  conduct  seal 
sale  institutes  in  nine  or  ten  major  cities  of 
Illinois.  After  a  number  of  conferences  with 
county  association  representatives  and  officers, 
it  was  decided  that  for  one  year  at  least  the 
institutes  should  not  be  held,  but  that  all  funds 
and  effort  should  be  used  in  the  counties 
voting  the  Excess  Tax  Law.  There  was  no 
reaction  to  the  discontinuance  of  seal  sale  in- 
stitutes. It  is  probaI)le  that  in  the  future,  new- 
ly elected  seal  sale  chairmen  will  receive  in- 
dividual help  and  advice  from  the  staff  of  the 


State  Association.  The  cost  of  such  a  plan 
would  be  about  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  insti- 
tutes as  formerly  held  ;  but  the  value  of  such 
a  method  would  probably  be  greater. 

Again  the  State  Association  rendered  "com- 
plete service"  to  many  county  associations. 
This  means  that  the  State  Association  accepted 
the  mailing  lists  sent  in  by  numerous  coun- 
ties and  prepared  the  mail  including  all  sup- 
plies, printing,  addressing,  folding,  stuffing, 
sealing  and  sorting,  at  two  cents  per  letter. 
This  did  not  include  postage  or  the  affixing 
of  stamps  to  the  envelopes.  A  number  of 
counties  feel  that  this  plan  is  one  of  the  best 
services  rendered  b}^  the  state  office  because 
it  releases  nurses,  executives  and  specialized 
workers  from  the  routine  work  of  the  mail  sale, 
and  permits  the  seal  sale  to  be  conducted  with- 
out any  interference  in  the  tuberculosis  control 
program  of  the  county  itself.  It  is  important 
to  know  that  when  the  State  Association  ren- 
ders this  complete  service,  the  letters  are 
mailed  from  the  post  office  located  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  county  association,  and  the 
postage  is  purchased  at  that  post  office.  The 
county  association  has  the  job  of  conducting 
its  publicity  and  of  checking  the  returns  which, 
as  in  counties  not  taking  advantage  of  this 
service,  come  to  the  office  of  the  local  associa- 
tion. 

All  advisory  service  given  to  county  associa- 
tions on  seal  sale  during  1934  Avas  character- 
ized by  the  fact  that  it  emphasized  the  neces- 
sity of  affecting  economies  in  fund-raising. 
Many  counties  took  advantage  of  the  sugges- 
tions made  with  the  result  that  several  hun- 
dred dollars  were  saved  by  those  counties. 
That  the  economies  suggested  in  1933  did  not 
affect  the  seal  sale  returns  is  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  the  1933  seal  sale  passed  the  1932 
seal  sale  by  a  little  more  than  ten  per  cent. 
Likewise,  the  indications  at  the  end  of  1934 
are  that  the  1934  seal  sale  final  returns  will 
pass  1933  by  about  ten  per  cent.
